Chicago, Jan. 29.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Some people seem ts wonder by 
what alchemy Presiden: Wilson's pro- 
posed concert of powers is to secure per- 
manent peace when preceding concerts 
have failed so lamentably. The answer 


past and no amount of alchemy will 
help. And the entente allies are riding 
for just such a failure. They propose 
to crush Germany and when that happy 
end is reached will find Russia and 
Japan, who are now holding hands, 
locked in a loving embrace for the ex- 
pioitation of Asia. Then England will 
have to build up another concert of 
powers, including the hated Germans. 
The two concerts, after snarling at 
each other for an appropriate period, 
will again precipitate another world war 
unless the world's economic development 
and intelligence has evolved sufficiently 
to prevent. President Wilson's proposed 
concert of powers is quite different from 
preceding concerts of powers. They 
were built on the balance of power the- 
ory—the building up of two more or less 
equal aggregations of powers so large 
that neither would dare to attack the 
other. President Wilson recognized that 
peace has and will depend on force, and 
his proposal is to aggregate to preserve 
peace a force so large that none can 
stand against it. 

That is quite as unsentimental and 
material @ proposition as to preserve 
peace by preparing for war, and it would 
seem more scientific. People seem to 
fail to comprehend that all pacifists are 
not sentimental idiots. Some are will- 
ing to fight, if they have to, for the 
sake of peace. Some are as coldly un- 
sentimental and materialistic as the or- 
ganized manufacturers Who profit by 
war and the preparation for it, and 
whose organized propaganda conatitutes
